PYORRHZA. 

N most mouths a minute form of 
anima! life called an ama@ba is pres- 
ent. That thie organism was almost 
constantly present in the mouth had 
been known for balf a century. Not 

until last year wae it kaown that this 
amall animal present in nearly every 
mouth was at least one cause of pyorrhea, 
a disease of the gums present in some de- 
gree in practically every person over 0 
years of age and in many younger ones. 

This discovery has le@ to a change in 
toothwashea. The teeth are first brushed 
with « cleansing powder, paste, or liquid. 
Bass and Johns récommend that follow- 
ing this cleansing the teeth be brushed 
with the following nrixture: Fluid extract 
of ipecac, one part; alcohol, ten parts. 
Two drops of this solution are dropped 
on the moist brush, which is then used 
to brugh the teeth. Ipecac in this strength 
will kill amoeba and not Irritate the gume. 
At night before retiring the mouth is 
drops of fluid extract of ipecac in nok 6 
glass of water. 


These are ucnteeen to prevent pyor- 
rhea. They may suffice for the very 
early cases, where there are no symptoms 
except a little swelling of the gums, a 
little tenderness, and a littl tendency to 
bleed. If pyorrhea has developed, some- 
thing more ia required. 

First the teeth muat be cleaned by the 
dentist. While it is important to clean 
the surface of the tooth, it is much more 
important to clean around the neck and 
up and down the roots. After the deposits 
have been cleaned off the pockets can be 
treated with antiseptics to kill the pus 
germs and ipecac or emetine to kill the 
ameba. In addition emetine should be 
given hypodermically or a specially pre- 
pared tpecac should be given internally, 
Emetine is an alkaioid derived from 


The special form of ipecac is given in the 
form of tablets two or three times @ day 
for six days. If the disease is in an early 
stage. this is all the treatment required. 
If it has been neglected, the dentist must 


| keep working away for weeks or months. 


In fact, in pyorrhes the membrane 
around the tooth peels away from it. It 
takes careful bocation to get that mem- 
brane to take hold of the root again. If 
it has been separated from the root for 4 
long time no amount of persuasion will 
get it back. The tooth and its root; though 
it shows no decay, is dead and it must 
come out.

‘The chAteau de la Muette is in reality 

a palace, in a park of trees several cen- 
pate old, covering some fifty acres with- 
in the walle of Paris, situated at the end 
of the Avenue Victor Hugo and facing the 
‘Bois de Boulogne. 

The grounds were laid out by La Notre, 
the creator of the gardens of the palace of 
Versailies, while there is scarcely a 
French king since the days of Charies IX. 
who has not contributed something in the

put up at auction, along with other royal 
property confiscated by the republic, he | 
had acquired sufficient wealth to pur- 
chase part of it with the intention of pre- 
serving it for the benefit of his il) fated 
benefactress.

it was only later on that old Talleyrand 
was able to complete his purchase of the 
entire property, which on the restoration 
he lent to the late Comte d' Artois. after- 
wards Charlies X., who lived there for 
time.

Pasteurization on Increase. 


© answer some inquiries on the sub- 

ject, the statement can be made, 

and authorities quoted, to the effect 

that pasteurizing of milk and cream 

is coming to be a part of the manu- 

facuring process in an increasing number 

of butter amd cheese factories. Probably 

the realization of the-economy possible 

through this process more than anything 

else has led to this procedure. The econ- 

omy lies in the fact that the finished prod- 

uct keeps eweet much longer and that 

' milk can be transported farther witbeut 
souring when it is pasteurized. 

Sweet, that is, unsalted butter, which 


_ We are learning to use more and more, 
cannot be handled like other butter un- 


less it is made of pasteurized cream. Buy 
this of a reputable milk firm which guar- 
antees that it is of pasteurized cream and 
it will keep almost as long under favor- 
able conditions of daily use as salted but- 
In Freaee this is made fresh daily, be- 
cause with unpasteurized cream it will 
not keep. fresh and sweet. It quickly 
grows, rancid in the butter icings unless 
these are kept away from the air, The 
Germans call sweet butter “ tea butter,” 


and as such it is being introduced at our 
tea dances. 

The English Devonshire cream was 
really a pasteurized cream, and it may be 
that its long popularity has been as much 
due to its keeping qualities, even in trans- 
portation, as to its agreeable thickness. 
It is really a sort of unchurned sweet but- 
ter and has been enormously popular in 
England with jam and all cooked fruits. 

Whole milk pasteurized, that is, raised 
to a temperature of 145 degree F., and 
held there for from twenty to thirty min- 
utes, then cooled and kept covered ‘in 
cups uhtil it sours, can well take the place 
of some of the expensive culture butter. 
milks. So prepared and eaten with sugar 
and a little nutmeg it is so like custard 
that it may be mistaken for that dainty. 
Whipped with an egg beater it becomes 
the consistency of buttermilk and may 
contain as much fat. 

Careful people repasteurize milk when 
it comes into the house, even when the 
milk company gives its guarantee that 
the process has been carried out. 
after pasteurization needs to be handled 
| as carefully as though this had not been 
done. Sherman in his book on “ Food 
Products” gives several paragraphs to 
this subject, one of which begins: “ Pas- 
teurization of milk and cream for use in: 
butter making is growing in favor.” And 
since he wrote that the same thing has 


become true in cheese making. — ° 


thrive in fertile, well drained 

soll.
